burgh overture: tothe General Aiſembly, to prohibit all 
perſons educated or reſiding within the bounds of this 
Church from going out of its bounds, to obtain Jicences 
to preach; and to prohibit all preachers licenfed by this 
Church from going without its bounds to obtain ordina- 
tion, unleſs they are called to a particular congregation 
in another country; and to enact, that licences dbtained 
in that manner ſhall not be received, or have any effect | 
in this Church; and that ſuch preachers as contraveen 
this act ſhall forfeit the licence formerly given them, and 
be no longer entitled to the privileges which belong to 
a preacher of the goſpel in this Church. The Preſby- 
tery approved of the above Overture, and ordered their 
clerk to tranſinit the ſame to the next General Aſſembly.
